Pretoria, Oct. 5.—The further dispatch ot 
troops has been temporarily Suspended. 
President Kruger, on being interviewed with 
reference to the rumors of incursions into 
British territory by burgher forces, said the 
republic had “no intention of acting on the 
‘aggressive unless forced thereto by the mill- 
tary attitude of Great Britain by the mass- 
ing of troops in the direction of the borders 
or by the sending of heavy reinforcements 
from over the, sea. 


London, Oct. 6, 8 a. m.—A dispatch rom 
Volksrust, dated Wednesday, says: 

“A council of war was held today, Com- 
mandant Genera! Joubert presiding, and the 
¢ommandants of all the different command- 
oes being present. The conference was short 
It is understood that no 

move will be made for a couple of days. Most 
of the British residents have gone to Natal.” 
Increased activity is being shown at Wool- 
wich, and it is alleged that provision is be- 
ing made there to send supplies for the two 
army corps. Four hundred tons of material 
and .munitions of war have already been 
shipped for Africa. 

Advices from Johannesburg report that 

Kaffirs are raiding business places and 
“houses in the East End. The whites have 

fired on them. A special force of police has 

been dispatched to disperse the raiders.

London, Oct. 6, 3 a. m.—London was kept 
in a state of mild excitement all day yester- 
day by the frequent reports that the Boers | 
hrad invaded Natal; but the latest advices 
fail to confirm 
have crossed the forntier. 

However, it seems to be e that 
the troops are advancing. New- 
castle is panic-stricken owing to ti 
that General Symons has intimated that he 
cannot sparé troops to garrison the town. 
This is taken to mean that a Boer attack 1s 
imminent, and accordingly women and Su- 
dren have been ordered to leave by the au- 
thorities. _ 

The general feeling of alarm, it is expected, 
will be checked now that the Indian troops 
are arriving rapidly. 


Boers at Laing’s Nek. 

The report that the Boers are nightly oc- | 
cupying Laing’s Nek is not regarded here 
as an indication that they have attempted 
to occupy the town. The Boers are only 
four miles from the Nek, and it is presumed 
that they send their mounted scouts over 
the border nightly to see if the British are 
likely to repeat the tactics which proved 
80 signally unsuccessful in the war of 1881. 

It is admitted here that the Boers are ina 
position to prevent the British from occupy- 
ing the Nek, but it is improbable that the 
British have any such desire. 

The nearest point occupied by British 
forces now is Glencoe, but there and at 
Ladysmith the English are sufficiently 
strong to deal with any Boer attack and pre- 
vent the invasion of Natal.

The resolution affecting the civil servce

this city is looked on as one of the most im- 
portant branches of the city government. 

*“* Whereas, Current report at times has 
reflected on the department and manage- 
ment of the department. 

Resolved, That the Civil Service com- 


| mittee of the City Council look into the 
| affairs of the department and report to the 


City Council the standing and the amount of 
money required for the management of the 
department for the ensuing year.” * 

Ostensibly the object is to ascertain how 
much money the department will need next 
year, but, in fact, it seems to mean a re- 
organization of the board. For a long time 
there has been more or less complaint of the 
manner in which the present Board of Com- 
missioners has administered the law. It is 


nearly all the city officials want a change. 
There has been talk repeatedly of President 
Lindblom resigning. In fact he has offered 
to step out if his colleagues would do the 
same, but they have refused. 

There is great antagonism also to Com- 
missioner Ludwig, the Republican member 
of the board. Charges are made that he 
never has familiarized himself with the law, 


has no intelligent understanding of its pro- 


visions, and is, therefore, not fitted to prop- 
erly enforce it. 
asked for, but he takes the ground that. 
Mayor Harrison must remove him or he will 
serve out the term his appointment techni- 
cally covers. 


Rector Talks of His Resolution. 

After the adjournment Alderman Rector 
declined to make any statement in explana- 
tion of his civil service order further than 
that the Council ought to know, long be- 
fore making up the annual budget, just 
what the Civil Service board will need in 
the way of an appropriation. He said the 
law was firmly established, and for that rea- 
son the department must be sustained. He 
claimed that so far as he was concerned 
there was no other motive behind the pro- 
posed investigation. 

Nevertheless, such action as that taken 
last night is what many Aldermen and a 
good many Democratic politicians mixed up 
in City Hall affairs have been wishing for 
ever since the spring election. 


Makeup of Merit Board. 

The present Civil Service Commissioners, 
Robert-bindbiom, John W. Ludwig, and Ed- 
ward F. Carroll, were appointed more than 
u year and a half ago. They succeeded 
Adolf Kraus, Hempstead Washburne, and 
Dudley Winston, the first board, named by 
Mayor Harrison. 

Lindblom Not Alarmed. _ 

When seen last evening President Lind- 
blom of the Civil Service board was unper- 
turbed at mention of the Council's 
action. 

“I do not see. how that will affect me,” 
he sald. 1 had heard it intimated that 
there would be an order introduced to in- 
vestigate the board, but it will bear inves- 
tigating, and I have no intention of re- 
signing. I cannot assign the reasons for 
the move, as I was not aware of any trou- 
ble brewing. What the result will be is be- 
yond my prediction, but I am not by any 
means alarmed.” 


Ludwig Will Not Discuss It. * 
civil Service Commissioner John W. Lud- 
wig declined to discuss the matter on the 
ground that he was not officially informed 
of it. 
Elevator Ordinance Is Passed. 

The elevator ordinance which was passed | 
provides that there shall be a Board of 
Examining Engineers, who shall pass upon 
the qualifications of every applicant for a 
license 
for a tary to this board at an annual 
salary of $1,500, the expense of board and 
secretary to be paid out of the fees of the 
department. The examiners shall receive 
compensation at the rate of $5 a day each 
for the time they are actually engaged in 
examining applicants.” 

In support of the ordinance statistics were 
produced showing that most of the elevator 
accidents ane due to incompetency on the 
part of the operator. 

‘Alderman’ Cullerton stated that 840 per- 
sons were kifled and nearly 3,000 injured 
in 1898, and Alderman Rector reported sev- 
enty accidents this year. 

As the Aldermen left the Council Chamber 
those who voted for the ordinance were 
cheered by a crowd of elevator men congre- 
gated in' the balcony.

MALLORY LINE STEAMER BURN- | 


ED AT ITS NEW YORK PIER. 


Vessel Makes a Run for Port with Bat- 
tened Hatches, and Mystery Sur- 
rounds the Cause of the Disaster 
Firemen Work with Vigor and 
Bleven of Them Barely Escape 
Death—Vessel Finally Sinke—Valua- 
ble Cargo a Complete Loss. 


New York, Oct. 5.—[Special.]—Eighty fire- 
men who had been working with heroic zeal | 
to save the Mallory line steamship Leona as 
it lay with cargo ablaze at an East River pler 
had to flee for life when the big vessel heeled |

Rockford, III., Oct. 5.—[Special.]—Having 
admitted that he committeed an indiseretion 
in accepting a bonus for loaning church trust 
funds, Dr. Louis Curts was forgiven by the 
Rock River conference this morning, but 
Dr. Caldwell was not given the same clean 
bill. 

Many of the clergy expressed the opinion 
that in offering the bonus Dr. Caldwell was 
the aggressor, and the feeling during the 
day developed into a movement to petition 
the Bishop to remove him from the Presiding 
Eldership of the West Chicago District. 

Two clergymen in the conference who 
stand high in the councils of the church are 
authority for the statement that such a 
petition is being prepared to be circulated. 
tomorrow. Early in the morning’s session 
Dr. Curts arose in the conference to a ques- 
tion of privilege and said: 

“TIT am aware that certain rumors have 
been in circulation touching facts I wished 
yesterday to lay before the conference. I 
would like this conference to decide upon the 
facts, either in executive session or by a 


Fully twenty delegates clamored for the 
floor, and the question of holding an execu- 
tive session or submitting the matter to a 
committee was debated. An executive ses- 
sion was decided on. 

The executive session lasted nearly two 
hours. Dr. Curts made a statement which is 


gaid to accord fully with the facts related in 


THE TRIBUNE of this morning. During his 

recital he shed tears for what he called his 

indiscreet act, and asked for a charitable 

construction on the part of the conference. 

He was questioned sharply by Presiding El- 

ders and the Bishop, but it is said his frank

Feeling Against Dr. Caldwell. 

Dr. Caldwell was also subjected to a rigid 
examination. It is said no official utterance 
was given in his case because many of the 
delegates’ were not satisfied and wanted 
more time for consideration. He is blamed 
by the clergy not only for having offered the 
bonus but for remarks which he is said to 
have made on the subject, and the bitterness 
of the affair has settled upon him. 

The conference arose from the executive 
sitting with the following resolution: 

. Whereas, We have listened to the statement 
of. the Rev. Lewis Curts concerning matters 

ining to a loan which he, as Treasurer of the 

man's Aid society and South Educational 
society, made to the Rev. J. M. Caldwell, in 
which he frankly admits that his acceptance of

Whereas, Upon reflection he saw his error and 
aid of his own account, without suggestion from 
others, as far as possible correct the error by 
paying the money in to the credit of the fund

Philadelphia, Pa., . 6.—[Special.J—

ing how much better off are Americans, Mr.

Sars PAVING'IS CHEAP HERE. 


Chief Engineer Wheelock Reports on 
| His Investigations at Brasil 
and Terre Haute, Ind. 

The report of “Chief Engineer George 
Wheelock of the Street Pasnew etal on the 
matter of paving with brick jn Brazil and 
Terre Haute, Ind., has been handed to Sup- 
érintendent of Streets Doherty. 

The report shows that if Chicago paid the 
same price that is paid in Brazil for paving 
bricks and added the various items of trans- 
portation, hauling, and handling Chicago's 
bricks would cost $15.60 a thousand, whereas 
they actually are put fn at $14 a thousand. 
Furthermore, if the paving were done under 
the same taxing conditions Chicago's paving 
would be done at $1.20 a square yard, not- 
withstanding the freight charges, as com- 
pared to 51.25 a square yard in Brazil. This 
paving in Chicago is done on a foundation 
of six inches of Portland cement and under a 
ten-year guarantee, while in Brazil the foun- 
dation is six inches of slag and two inches 
of sand. The bricks are held together in 
Brazil with cement gravel, while in Chicago 
the interstices are filled with tar. : 

The following comparative table gives the 
cost of various articles and items of ex- 


pense: |

The report says that in Chicago the prop- 
erty-owners upon whom the assessment is 
levied pay both the expense of the spread- 
ing of the assessment and the paving of 
street intersections, amounting to 40 per 
cént of the entire assessment. Deducting 
this difference, the report says, the cost of 
paving in Chicago is but $1.20a square yard. 

In Terre Haute, the report says, the paving 
is done for from $1.26 to $1.47 a square yara.

The interest bearing debt 
of the United States now amounts to $1,046,- 
048,850. Of this $25,264,500 of the old debt of 
3891 now bears only 2 per cent interest, and 
the war loan of 1898, amounting to $198,- 
678,720, carries only 3 per cent, while the 
enormous sum of $722,005,680 is paid for at 
4 per cent annually, and $100,000,000, com- 


prising the first loan of the Clevéland finan- 


cial policy, bears 5 per cent. 
‘More than four-fifths of the funded debt 


i cofting the government over 3 per cent. 


In 1904 the Cleveland 5 per cent loan of 
$100,000,000 matures. The war bonds at 3 
per cent, which mature in 1908, are worth 
108%, as compared with only 112 for the 
Cleveland 4s. The latter could probably be 
funded into long time 3 per cent bonds on 
even terms. 

In 1907 more than half a billion of the old 
refunding bonds mature. They are now 
quoted at 111%, and they, too, could prob- 
ably be refunded into long time’3 per cent 
bonds, thus making an aggregate saving of 
nearly $7,500,000 annually. 

The second Cleveland loan of $162,315,400, 
bearing 4 per cent, does not mature until 
1925, so that it may not be reached easily 
by a refunding process. It is believed, how- 
ever, that the next Congress will at once see 

the expediency of refunding over two-thirds 

of the debt. To do this 3 per cent bonds of 
long time would be readily taken by the 
banks as a basis for circulation, more espe- 
cially as both Senate and House bills con- 
template the explicit provision of payment 
in gold coin of standard fineness. This 
would remove all question as to the suc- 
cess of the funding operations, for if a ten-. 
year 8 pe gent bond, payable in gold or 
0 n of the goverument. is 
held at 108, it is quite evident the same 
rate bond, on long time, payable specifically 
in gold, would be worth much more and 

would rapidly approach in price the 1925 
bonds, now worth about 130.

Dr. William Frank Ross of Cham

He hall been failing for some time, but kept 
up, however, and looked forward to the con- 
vening bf the Methodist Conference with a 
good deal of pleasant anticipation. He had 
agreed te make the address of introduction 
of Dr. \Blakeslee as President of the Iowa 
Wesleyan, University and expectied to take 
quite x active part in the proceedings of 


the conferen¢e. 

On Thiursday he appeared at the conference 
and wag introduced. On Friday he presided 
over the del‘berations of the lay conference. 
That evening he went home a sick man. On 
Saturday he seemed somewhat’ improved, 
but on Sunday his condition was so alarm- 
ing that his daughter was summoned. On 
Monday and Tuesday, however, he seemed 
to improve, and his physician entertained 
hopes that he would temporarily recover.

Mr. Harlan declared himself a candidate 
for this office and was elected by several 
hundrefl majority over the Democratic nom- 
inee, Charles Mason, the ex-Chief Justice of 
the Siwpreme Court of the Territory, al- 
though the State was at that time over- 
whelmingly Democratic, and Mr. Harlan 
was untlerstood to be a Whig. This election 
occurred April 5, 1847, exactly one year and 
ten days after he had become a citizen of 
Iowa, and before he was 27 years old.

General Prosperity Credited with Mak- 


ing It Impossible to Carry on Con- 


struction with the Speed Desired— 
Record Is the Heaviest Since 1802 
Except for 1898 — Immigrant Rate 
Aflairs—Central Passenge® Asaocta~ 
tion Meeting—Reports of Earnings. 
As many miles of new railroad were oom- 
pleted in the United States in the three 
months ended Sept. 30 as were built in the 
first six months of the year, making in round 
numbers a total of 2.700 miles of track laid 
from Jan. 1 to Sept. 30. A record kept by the 


Railway Age of Chicago shows that work | 


has progressed steadily since July 1, but that 
not as much has been accomplished in the 
way of completed road as had been expected. 
This, the Railway Age says, means that the 
prosperity of the country is so general and 
the demand for labor and material so great 
that railway bul 1 
sible to secure sufficient men and supplies to 
carry on the work with the speed desired. 
For this reason much track laying will have 
to be postponed until 1900, although gradirg 
is being continued with such forces as can 
ined. 
"The 2.700 miles ‘of track laid thus far dur- 
ing 1899 exceed the total mileage for any 
year since 1892, with the exception of 1808, 
when 3,080 miles were completed. Eleven 
States thus far have added 100 miles or over, 


each as follows: 
Arkansas, 234; Iowa. 
Pennsylvania, 136; New Mexico, 
123: Oklahoma, 103; Florida, 
bama and Mississippi approx 


208: Minnesota, 157; 
135; Louisiana, 


imately 100 each. 


This makes a total of 1,504 miles in the 


eleven States named, or 154 miles more than 
one-half the total mileage for the entire 
country. Alabama, Florida, Georgia, Mis- 
sissippi, North Carolina. South Carolina, 
Tennesse, and Louuisiana have built 634 
miles of road, and Missouri, Arkansas, Okla- 
homa, Indian Territbry, Texas, New Mexico, 
and Arizona have added 655 miles, making 
a total of 1.289 miles in these fifteen Southern 
and Southwestern States. Ohio, Indiana, 
lilinois, Iowa, Minnesota, ichigan, and 
Wisconsin have added 586 miles, and adding 
Nebraska, Kansas, Colorado, and Utah to 

Unless severe weather sets in unusually 
early there is every reason to believe that 
enough mileage will be added between now 
and Jan. 1 to make the total for the year 
over 4,000 miles. 

Immigrant Rate Affairs. 

At the request of Chairman McLeod of the 
Western Passenger association and General 
Passenger Agent Sebastian of the Rock Is- 
land a call was issued yesterday for a meęt- 
ing of the.Advisory committee of the West- 
ern Immigrant bureau in this city next 
Tuesday. Messrs. McLeod and Sebastian 
went to New York a few days ago to confer 
with representatives of the passenger de- 
partments of the Canadian Pacific, South- 
ern Pacific, and the ocean steamship. lines 
Negotia- 
tions have been in progress for some time 
to have the Canadian Pacific become a 
member of the bureau. Owing to cutting of 
rates by the Canadian Pacific Western 
roads have not been able to restore colonist 
rates to the Pacific coast.

Securities in the Speculative Markets 
Continue Dull and Weak—Bank of 
England Again Advances Its Dis- 
count Rate—Shows a Loss in Its Re- 
serve—Local Stocks Are Stagnant— 
Interest and Dividend Payments— 
Sales on the Stock Exchange. 


Money rates continued high throughout 
the business day yesterday, and, as a result, 
stocks were weak and depressed. While 
there was some easing of rates in New York 
towards the close of the market the rates 
were above the normal, even at the lowest 
figure quoted during the day. In Chicago 
money was practically the same as on pre- 
cefiing days during the week. Rates were 

noted at 5% to 7 per cent, but one of the 
principal national banks reported no loans 
made at less than 6 per cent. Some of the 
bankers in Chicago expressed the belief that 
there will be no decline in the rate in the 
near future, and that, to the contrary, rates 
might be still furjher advanced until they 
were practically on a par with the rates rul- 
ing in New York yesterday. While there is 
no special shortage in the money,market of 
the West, the demand exceeds that which 
had been expected, and, as a result, borrow- 
ers are bidding one against another, and 
rates show the effect of this condition. 

Money in New York yesterday got up to 
12 and 15 per cent, and during the most of 
the day ruled around 8 and 10 percent. One 
of the large bankers in New York, who has 
been a heavy lender and who is credited 
with being in large measure responsible for 


the recent advance in rates, has expressed 


the opinion that money will get down toa 
normal figure during the next few days. He 
said the engagements of gold at the close 
of last week could be looked upon as the 
forerunners of a moderate movement. While 
he did not anticipate there would be any 
large amount of gold taken in European 
money centers for export to the United 
States, he said there would be nothing sur- 
‘prising in a gold movement which would re- 
sult in a net gain of from $10,000,000 to $15,- 
900,000 before the close should be stopped. 
The general impression in Wall street is 
that an easier situation may be looked for 
In the money market by the middle of the 
present month. 

While stocks have held steady during the 
last few days the effect of the continued 
tight money market is shown in the decline 

in business transacted. The Chicago Stock 
Exchange has been dull for some time. Total 
sales yesterday for the New York exchange 
amounted to only 277,911 shares, while in 
bonds transactions amounted to $1,294,000. 
On the local exchange there were sales of 
only 8,887 shares of stock, and in bonds the 
aggregate sales amounted to only $14,000. 


Bank of England Advances Discounts. 


Perhaps the most significant feature of 
the money market was a second increase in 
the discount rate made by the Bank of Eng- 
land. There was an increase on Wednesday 
of 1 per cent, the rate being put up from 3% 
to 4% per cent. Yesterday there was an- 
other advance of one-half of 1 per cent. 
making the rate at the close of business 5 
per cent. This was looked upon as indicat- 
ing a firm belief in London that there would 
be war between Great Britain and the Boers. 

The Bank of England makes rather a poor 

showing in its weekly statement. The re- 
’ gerve showed a decrease of nearly $13,500,- 
000 for the week, notwithstanding a sub- 
stantial gain in deposits. The weekly state- 
ment given out yesterday shows the reserve 
to ability to have been only 39.36 per cent, 
as compared with 48.66 per cent on the pre- 
ceding week.

THE ALASKA BOUNDARY. 
Professor J. B. Moore, formerly Assist- 
ant Secretary of State, in the current num- 
ber of the North American Review, makes 
a valuable contribution to the Alaska boun- 
dary question. | | 

Professor Moore shows by reference to 
President Grant's suggestion in his au- 
nual message of Dec, 2, 1872, and by a 
résumé of subsequent diplomatic inter- 
changes upon the subject, that the blame 
for permitting the controversy to linger 
without definite settlement is about equal- 
ly distributed between the two countries 
interested. 

In one respect Professor Moore's article 
covers the ground more fully than it has 
yet been done authoritatively—namely: as 
to the diplomatic controversy preceding the 
definition of the boundary between Great 
Britain and Russia, as stated in the treaty 
of 1825. By reference to the diplomatic 
negotiations and the respective claims and 
arguments of Russiau and British pleni- 
potentiaries new light is thrown upon the 
present controversy. That the discussions 
preceding the treaty of 1824 clearly show 
that Russia claimed and intended to exact 
in the treaty of 1825 practically what the 
United States is now holding makes great 
ly for the justice of the contention of the 
United States in the matter and against 
Canadian and English interpretation of the 
terms of the treaty. Here, for instance, 
are the instructions of Count Nesselrode 
to Count Lieven, Russian Ambassador at 
London, on April 17, 1824, apropos of the 
English proposal to extend the boundary 
line “along the mountains which follow 
the sinnosities of the coast as far 
Mount St. Elias and then to follow the 
one hundred and fortieth meridian to the 
north: | 

This proposal will assure to us merely a narrow 
strip of territory (lisi@re) upon the coast itself, 
and will leave the English establishments all 
needful room for increase and extension. . . , 
We limit our demands to a mere strip of the con-

GENERAL BROOKE’S CUBAN REPORT. 
Major General John R. Brooke, Governor 
General of Cuba, has sent out his annual 
report in a book printed and bound in Ha- 
vana. It is dated Oct. 1, and, though most 
of the statistics come only to the end of the 
year, some of the tables come down 
ates in September. is 
the beginning of August there were 
in Cuba eleven regiments of American 
troops—four of cavalry, one of artillery, 
and six of infantry. These, with the hos- 
pital and signal corps, numbered 12,757 men 
and officers, of which about 1,400 were ab- 
sent on duty or sick leave. This is con- 
sidered an adequate force for all purposes, 
though General Ludlow urges that the 
three-battalion formation be utilized to se- 
cure the health of the soldiers by keeping 
one battalion always in the United States 
and relieving one of the Cuban battalions 
every six months. He believes this will be 
necessary in order to maintain the efficiency 
of the soldiers in the tropics. Incidentally 
he strongly urges the entire prohibition of 
intoxicating drinks, remarking that the 
drinking men are most liable to fever and 
disease. | | 
General Ludlow gives an analysis of 
the yellow fever cases and deaths in 
Cuba from Jan. 1 to Sept. 1, 1899. It 
shows an encouraging decrease in the 
prevalence of the pest. 4 
General Fitzhugh Lee recommends that 
the Cuban census be taken as soon as possi- 
ble, and that no time then be lost in holding 
a general election for the formation of a 
Cuban republic. He wants the Cubans to 
elect a President, Vice President, two 
branches of Congress, and all other 
branches of a republic. These are to be 
nominated in a general convention made 
up of delegates in the proper proportion 
from the different provinces. He adds, 
however, that the island should still be 
garrisoned by United States troops, “ in 
order to protect the lives and properties of 
citizens of the United States and those of 
other foreign countries residing in Cuba, 
preserve peace, suppress disorder, and 
maintain the supremacy of civil law when- 
ever and wherever necessary.” Evidently 
General Lee's faith in the proposed Cuban 
republic is not so strong as it might be. ? 
There is no need of haste in launching 
Cuba into the experiment of self-govern- 
ment. The encouraging state of Cuba's 
financial and governmental affairs under 
American military control calls for the 
completion of the good work of sanitation 
and reorganization now in progress before 
it is given over into untried hands. The 
island is on the road to general prosperity 
and is more likely to continue so under 
American than under Cuban control.

The mental stimulus of prayer facilitates 
recoveries and often banishes fancied ail- 
ments which, but for that stimulus, would 
have lasted indefinitely. Men and women 
can be frightened to death or they can be 
released from a sick bed by a sudden shock. 
The mind is a singularly potent agent for 
good and evil. Nevertheless, in case of 
sickness send for a doctor, not a mind-heal- 
er, Mr. Moody, if ill, can have the prayers 
of many churches, with their thousands of 
members, but instead of relying on those 
prayers he sends for a doctor, for he be- 
lieves the doctors are doing a work sec- 
ond only to that of the ministers, who save 
the soul.”

LIGHT DAWNS ON BLIND EYES. 
Harriet Heilbuth, Three Years Old, Re- 


covering Also from Paralysis—X- 
Ray Reveals Cranial Tumor, 


Harriet Heilbuth, the 3-year-old child of 
Fred Heilbuth, a motorman residing at 34 
Best avenue, is regarded as the most inter- 
esting patient now at the Post-Graduate 
Hospital, where she is recovering gradually 
from total blindness and a paralytic condi- 
tion, caused by a fall from a porch a year 
and a half ago. The case is attracting wide 
attention among physicians and surgeons. 

The recovery was brought about with the 
aid of the Xray. A sciagraph showed that 
a tumor the size of an egg had formed in 
the child's head and was pressing on the 
brain. Dr. Carl Beck, who was attending 
the little girl, became convinced that this 
was the prime cause of paralysis and also 
caused the blindness through indirect pres- 
sure on the optic nerves. 

The operation was performed by Dr. Beck 
at the hospital ten days ago. Last Monday 
Harriet turned over on her cot in the chil- 
dren’s ward and said: ‘‘ I can see you, mam- 
ma. O, I am so glad Ican see you. There 
is the sunshine; too. Mamma, what makes 
you cry?’”’ 

Yesterday the little girl had so far recov- 
ered the use of her limbs as to walk to the 
dining-room. She climbed imto a chair un- 
aided and was able to use a spoon. 

Harriet is a wonderfully bright child,"’ 
said Miss L. Smith, the matron, ‘“‘ and we 
are all glad to see that she is likely to get 
well. She was brought here about five 
months ago by her parents and remained a 
couple of weeks. She was totally blind and 
could not move about without help. At that 
time the case was considered by the doctors 
almost hopeless. It is a most remarkable 
case without any doubt.“

The principality of Reuss is small. It is, 
in fact, one of those petty sovereignties at 
which Trackeray poked so much fun when 
he described how, when one of their rulers 
wished to try a heavy piece of ordnance, he 
had previously to ask the permission of the 
neighboring monarchs. But while the prin- 
cipality of Reuss is not more than 120 miles 


square, with a population of about 60,000, 


the greater part of the state is the Prince's 
own property, so that he is exceedingly rich. 

Among the peculiarities of this house of 
Reuss is that every one of its male members 
bears the name of Henry, followed by a 
Roman numeral. Thus the father of the 
sorely afflicted Prince Henry XXIV. is styled 
Prince Henry XXII. In order to explain this 
condition of affairs it is necessary to state 
that for the last three centuries the Princes 
of Reuss have, by virtue of family statutes, 
added these numerals to their names, be- 
ginning and ending in each century. Thus 
the first Prince born next year to the Reuss 
family will bear the number one, and the 
numbers will follow in order of birth until 
the twentieth century is finished, when they 
will again begin with number one. 


Unkess I am much mistaken it was the 
grandfather of this now reigning Prince of 


Reuss who was compelled to abdicate on 
account of his infatuation for Lola Montez, 
who likewise brought about the overthrow of 
King Louis of Bavaria, the only instance on 


record of one and the same adventuress 


bringing about the downfall of two Kings. 
Old Prince Reuss was a wonderful fellow. 
Having invested a large amount of money in 


the Magdeburg Fire Insurance company, he 


issued a decree ordering all his subjects to 
insure their houses and their cottages with 
the company in question. The peasants of 
the important and prosperous Village of 
Harra absolutely declined to comply with 
his commands in the matter, whereupon the 
Prince placed his entire army, consisting of 
two regiments of infantry, on a war foot- 
ing, marched them against the village, sum- 
moned the inhabitants to comply with his 
behests, and on their refusal himself gave 
‘the orders to fire, twenty people being killed 
and many more wounded. The inhabitants 
thereupon decided to obey, and consented to 
take out policies in the Magdeburg com- 
pany, while the Prince marched proudly back 
to his capital at the hedd of his victorious 
army. 

There will doubtless be many insurance 
companies in Europe, and even in this coun- 
try, which will regret the good old times 
when by merely interesting a petty German 
sovereign in the concern it was possible to 
secure customers in this extraordinary and 
effective fashion, so to speak, at the point

A good deal of speculation has been ex- 
pressed as to the why and wherefore of the 
name of Count Speranski used by young 
Prince Michael Cantacuzene, husband of 
Julia Grant, ‘in connection with his own 
patronymic. | 

The original Count Speransk!i was one of 
the most trusted and capable of the officials 
of Emperor Alexander I. of Russia, and 
early in the present century filled the posi- 
tion of Secretary off State for Finland dur- 
ing the years which followed its annexation 
by Russia. Speranski drew up a scheme for 
the administration of the Grand Duchy 
whereby only Russian state officials should 
hold the position of Secretary of State. This 
measure was kept in the background by 
Count Armfeldt, Governor of Finland, who 
managed to get a law passed at St. Peters- 
burg that only Finns should become Secre- 
taries of State for Finland. Count Arm- 
feldt’s law was repealed in 1826 by the first 
Emperor Nicholas, thereby bringing once 
more into operation the arrangement of 
Count Speranski. 

In spite of this, however, the position of 
Secretary of State for Finland continued 
to be occupied by Finns until a few days 
before the wedding of Miss Grant, when. for 
the first time since the reSignation of Count 
Speranski in 1811, a Russian statesman— 
namely: M. de Plehwe—was appointed to 
the post. M. de Plehwe has until now held 
the offide of Secretary of the Council of the 
Empire, and is a stern, honest, and upright 
man, who was one of the most trusted fel- 
low-workers of the late Czar. I understand 
that M. de Plehwe is to retain his Secretary- 
ship of the Council of the Empire, and that 
while he will not impair the internal self- 
administration of Finland, assured to it by 
imperial manifestoes, he will make it his 
duty to incorporate the grand duchy more 
thoroughly into the Russian Empire. 

Count Speranski, the creator of the scheme 
and plan of administration devised ninety 
years ago, and now called into force for the 
first time, died without male issue. His only 
daughter married the grandfather of young 
Prince Michael Cantacuzene, and was au- 
thorized by the Russian crown to bear the
